The Virginia for Pittsburgh tonight 

The Tornado, Dick Fulton, James Mo- 
ren, B. D. Wood, Josh Cook and Samuel 
Clarke passed up Sunday for Pittsburgh 
with large tows of emptief . 

The Raymond Horner some time ago 
broke all previous records for towing a 
large amount of coal down the Ohio river. 
A few weeks ago the steamer Defender, 
which alio belongs to C. Jutte & Co . 
Pittsburgh, eclipsed the Horner's feat, and 
now the Horner bas just successfully 
landed the largest tow ever handled on 
the upper end of the Ohio. She brought 
down 15 heavy coalboats, 3 light coal- 
boats, 12 barges and 1 fuelboat, making 
a total of 31 pieces, containing 680,000 
bushels of coal, or more than 100,000 
bushels more than the Defender's wonder- 
ful tow. The feat is considered wonder- 
ful by rivermen. 

The Louisville and Cincinnati Packet 
Company, usually called the Mail Line, 
contracted with Howard, the Jefferson- 
ville boat builder, for another steamboat. 
The new vessel will be named the City of 
Cincinnati. 9hS will be the running mate 
of the City of Louisville, and, like the 
Louisville, will be a swift sidewbeeler. 
For the first time in the history of the 
Mail Line the two steamers running be- 
tween Cincinnati and Louisville will be 
named City of Cincinnati and City of 
Louisville. Work will be started on the 
new vessel immediately, and she will be 
finished in five months. She will be 300 
feet long, 41 feet beam and 6 feet 6 inches 
depth of bold. She will have steel cylin- 
der timbers, steel deck under the boilers, 
steel bulkheads lengthwise through the 
hull and will be firstclass in every respect. 
The machinery of the Bostona. which is 
good, will be used in the new boat, and 
she is expected to be very fast, as she 
will be three feet narrower than the City 
of Louisville. It is said that the boat will 
cost between |00.000 and $80,000.

U the Diplomatic 
name for piracy, and that's why Spain 
insists npon engaging in it. Well, if 
she does adopt that style of warfare, 
may Gon save her soul when the New 
England fishermen get through with 



Thk question of Spain sending out 
privateers to operate against the United 
States is one of the most vital in this 
war with Spain, hence we may expect 
that it will be carried on by them to 
the fullMt extent allowed by the Law 
of Nations. It is virtually legalized 
piracy so far m the capture of the 
property of citizens of the United 
States is concerned. The capture may 
be by tea or on the land by a force of 
the enemy. Any vessel that ba 
license from Spain can do this, although 
many of the crew belong to a neutral 
Nation. They will have the right of 
search so far as to stop any vessel and 
compel her to show her papers to si 
she belongs to the United States or her 
citizens. If the vessel is found 
belong to a neutral Nation, then only 
the goods that are contraband of 
can be seized. 

When the seizure la made the prop- 
erty must be taken to a Prize Court es- 
tablished by Spain, and adjudicated 
upon by Spanish citizen*, and sold, 
the proceeds distributed among the 
captors. A portion of the proceeds will 
go to the Spanish Government. 
Spanish Prise Court* may be established 
in any port of any Nation where there 
is a Spanish Consul, if the Nation will 
consent. If a Nation will not allow 
either party to bring their prizes into 
their ports for adjudication, they can do 
so, according to the Law of Nati 
bat if they allow one party and not the 
other they are not to be considered 
neutral. The extent that any other 
Nation will allow Spanish privateers to 
be brought into their porta is what we 
should look for with no little anxiety. 
It will mean much to us, and may be 
the mean* of prolonging the war for a

Prize, or prizc-of-war. signifies the ship 
or goods of an enemy, captured at sea. 
Goods captured on land are not prizes, 
but booty of war 

To be good prize tbe capture must be 
made on the high seas or on the territor- 
ial waters of one of the belligerents, and 
must be by an aimed vessel dnly com- 
missioned by the -Government whose flag 
tbe CBptor flies. A capture made in neu- 
tral waters is a violation of neutrality, 
and may be restored at the discretion of 
tbe neutral Power. Most Nations have 
laws governing the subject. 

By the Declaration of Paris, adapted in 
1856. the rule is: 

"The neutral flag covers enemy's 
goods, with tbe exception of contraband 
of war." 

Article III of the sami 
reads:; 

"Neutral goods, with tbi 
contraband of war, are not liable to cap- 
ture under the enemy's flag." 

It is now an andeistood international 
law that the question of prize or no prize 
j must be determined by a qualified Prize 

In 1812 tbe United States Congress de- 
creed that in the distribution of prize 
money arieing from the captures by Na 
tlonal vessels, one half should go to the 
Government and tbe other half, divided 
into 30 equal parts, sheuld be distributed 
by order of rank.
